1. Claims 21, 22 and 24-36 are allowed.

The apphcation has been amended as follows: 

Claim 21 line 2 has been changed from "handling an issue related to a design of a product 
using a computer a system that enables" to ~ handling an issue related to a design of a product 
using a computer system that enables ~. 

Claim 21 line 7 has been changed from "design issue object capable of encapsulating at 
least one article of information and at least" to ~ design issue object encapsulates at least one 
article of information and at least ~. 

Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: While McAndrew 
teaches decision support system on a network of computers and Peters et al. teaches a 
computerized decision support system on a plurality of computers and Melchoine teaches a 
computerized decision support system on a plurality of computers none of these references 
taken either alone or in combination with the prior art of record disclose, a decision object 
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encapsulating at least one article of information and further providing an answer object and a 
design issue object, specifically including: 

(Claim 21) "providing a question object, an answer object, a decision object, and a design 
issue object, wherein each of the question object, the answer object, the decision object and 
design issue object encapsulate at least one article of information and at least one relationship to 
another object: encapsulating a question related to the issue as an article of information in the 
question object. Encapsulating an answer related to the question as an article of information in 
the answer object, encapsulating a decision made based on the answer as an article of 
information in the design issue object; providing a decision tracking object model comprising the 
question object, the decision object, and the design object." In combination with the remaining 
elements and features of the claimed invention. It is for these reasons that Applicant's 
invention defines over the prior art of record. 

3.1 As regards dependent claims 22 and 24-36, they are allowed for at least the reason that 
they depend upon an allowed base claim. 

3.2 Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
